Radio  Amateur  Cited  for  "Indecent  Speech" 


The  Federal  Communications  Commission 
(FCC)  has  cited  an  amateur  for  indecent  speech  on 
the  20-meter  hand.  On  September  23,  the  Commis¬ 
sion  announced  a  Notice  of  Apparent  Liability 
(NAL)  for  2,000  dollars  had  been  sent  to  Allen 
Burton,  KA4URC,  of  Hornbeak,  Tennessee,  al¬ 
legedly  for  willful  violation  of  FCC  Rule 
97.1 13(D),  which  prohibits  transmission  of  indecent 
words  and  language  on  Amateur  Radio  stations. 

Burton,  60,  is  a  General  Class  licensee.  Accor¬ 
ding  to  the  NAL,  on  the  afternoon  of  June  29, 
1992,  the  Commission’s  Kingsville,  Texas  office 
monitored  a  conversation  on  14.300  MHz  which 
included  KA4URC.  "We  find,"  the  NAL  said,  "that 
the  words  and  language  transmitted  are  indecent 
within  the  meaning  of  Section  97.113(D)  and 
prevailing  Supreme  Court  and  Commission  prece¬ 
dent. 

"We  find  that  the  transmissions  describe  sexual 
acts  and  organs  in  a  patently  offensive  manner  and 


go  well  beyond  what  an  average  adult  person  in  any 
community  would  consider  to  be  worthy  of  protec¬ 
tion,"  the  Commission  said. 

The  NAL  said  one  of  the  Commission’s  goals 
is  to  protect  children  from  exposure  to  sexually 
explicit  communications  over  the  airwaves,  and 
noted  here  that  the  transmissions  were  made  in  the 
summertime  in  the  afternoon  when  there  is  a  real 
likelihood  that  children  are  listening.  An  American 
Radio  Relay  League  survey  of  young  radio  ama¬ 
teurs  was  used  as  corroboration. 

Burton  was  fined  less  than  the  5,000  dollars 
that  Commission  guidelines  would  have  allowed, 
becausd  it  was  his  first  offense  and  because  he  is  an 
individual  rather  than  a  corporation  (such  as  a 
commercial  radio  or  television  station).  Burton  has 
30  days  in  which  to  pay  the  fine  or  to  explain  why 
it  should  be  reduced  or  not  imposed.

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Amateur  Killed  in 
Hurricane  Relief 

KD40ZY  One  of  Hundreds 
Helping  in  S.  Florida,  Louisiana 

Herbert  Engelman,  KD40ZY,  of  Lake  Worth, 
Florida,  died  Wednesday,  September  2,  1992,  as  a 
direct  result  of  his  activities  in  Hurricane  Andrew 
relief. 

Engelman,  55,  a  night  school  administrator  in 
Palm  Beach  County,  was  struck  by  lightning  on 
Sunday,  August  30,  a  week  after  the  Hurricane 
struck,  while  helping  unload  an  Army  helicopter 
near  a  distribution  center  in  Homestead.  A  witness 
told  the  Palm  Beach  Post  that  Engelman  was  "using 
a  hand-held  radio  to  relay  information  to  a  mobile 
ham-radio  operator"  when  he  ran  out  to  meet  the 
helicopter  during  a  thunderstorm. 

Manny  Papandreas,  W4SS  and  ARRL  Section 
Emergency  Coordinator  for  South  Florida,  told  the 
Post  that  Engelman  was  one  of  about  a  hundred 
amateurs  from  as  far  away  as  New  York  who 
brought  radio  equipment  to  Dade  County  "to  relieve 
radio  operators  there." 

The  newspaper  reported  that  "Ham  operators 
are  stationed  at  food  distribution  centers,  relaying 
information  among  distribution  sites,  emergency 
operations  headquarters  and  the  regional  staging 
area  at  the  South  Florida  Fairgrounds  in  West  Palm 
Beach. 

"Most  volunteers  are  members  of  the  American 
Radio  Relay  League  and  have  mutual  aid  agree¬ 
ments,"  the  newspaper  said. 

Engelman,  who  moved  to  Florida  from  Mis¬ 
souri  about  10  years  ago,  taught  adult  and  disabled 
students.  He  was  a  medic  and  a  Navy  SEAL  in 
Vietnam,  and  was  past  commander  of  a  VFW  post 
in  Neosho,  Missouri. 

More  than  120  people  attended  his  funeral  on 
Sept.  4  at  the  First  Congregational  Church  of  Lake 
Worth,  according  to  the  Post. 

Engelman  leaves  his  wife,  Bonnie;  his  mother, 
Helen  Engelman;  two  adult  daughters;  and  five 
grandchildren.

The  FCC  new  requires  applicants  to  shew 
their  original  Amateur  license  to  the  VEC.  A 
copy  of  your  license  must  be  attached  to  your 
PCC  form  610.  You  will  also  be  required  to  have 
a  photo  ID,  or  other  acceptable  identification. 

Technician  class  licensees  must  show  proof 
of  testing  before  March  21,  1987,  in  order  to 
upgrade  to  General  with  a  code  test  only.

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When  There’s  a  Will,  There’s  a  Way! 

The  Stealth  Antenna:  It  Works 
For  Renters  and  Landlords  Alike

When  I  accepted  this  assignment  in  Wisconsin, 

I  had  to  leave  my  "one-tower  antenna  farm"  behind, 
along  with  my  BTI  amplifier  and  other  components 
of  my  hamshack.  I  brought  along  a  Collins  S/Line, 
and  bought  an  MFJ  901-B  tuner  and  a  Spiro  Manu¬ 
facturing  Co.  model  AS-2  shortened  all-band 
antenna.  Descriptions  of  both  the  tuner  and  the 
antenna  can  be  found  in  current  ham  magazine  ads. 
My  antenna  is  up  in  an  inverted  V  configuration, 
about  45  feet  high  at  the  center,  and  has  a  very  low 
profile.  The  large  tree  which  supports  it  also  hides 
most  of  it.  My  landlord  asked,  "That’s  all  there  is 
to  it?",  when  I  showed  him  how  nearly  invisible  it 
was.  I’ve  used  it  on  160  through  2  meters,  includ¬ 
ing  the  WARC  bands,  with  satisfactory  results. 
However,  it  took  a  bit  of  trial  and  error  to  get  it 
right. 

Houses  here  in  Wisconsin  are  built  quite  a  bit 
more  weather-tight  than  they  are  down  south. 
Getting  a  feedline  from  the  outside  to  the  inside 
without  making  any  holes  can  be  quite  a  challenge. 
In  my  case,  I  found  an  unused  dothes-dryer  vent  in 
one  of  the  basement  windows.  I  located  the  Wiscon¬ 
sin  hamshack  in  the  basement,  convenient  to  that 
vent.  The  large  tree  which  supports  the  center  of 
the  antenna  is  also  close  to  the  vent,  so  my  feedline 
passes  through  the  vent  and  almost  straight  up  the 
tree  trunk.  When  I  first  put  the  antenna  up,  1  hadn’t 
yet  provided  a  very  good  RF  ground  but,  naturally, 
I  tried  it  anyway.  Using  the  MFJ  tuner,  I  was  able 


to  get  a  fair  match  on  several  bands,  but  results 
were  not  very  impressive.  Then  I  installed  a  good 
ground,  and  it  made  a  world  of  difference. 

My  ground  consists  of  both  an  8-foot  ground  rod 
right  outside  the  basement  window  with  the  vent, 
and  real  copper  water  pipes  which  abound  con¬ 
veniently  in  the  basement.  After  hooking  up  to  this 
ground,  every  one  of  the  settings  of  the  MFJ  tuner 
changed  considerably  from  what  I  had  previously 
jotted  down.  The  minimum  SWR  wasn’t  greatly 
improved,  but  signal  reports  did  seem  to  be  consis¬ 
tently  better.  I’m  sure  there’s  a  lesson  there.  I’ve 
observed  that  changing  weather  conditions,  etc., 
affect  the  optimum  settings  of  the  tuner  from  time 
to  time  -  more  on  some  bands  than  others.  How¬ 
ever,  the  settings  I’ve  written  down  for  each  band 
are  useful  starting  points. 

Operation  is  straightforward  on  all  but  two 
bands.  As  I  had  anticipated,  on  160  meters  it  is 
necessary  to  tie  the  feedlines  together  and  bypass 
the  balun  which  is  built  into  the  tuner .,Having  done 
that,  it  matches  fine.  Performance  isn’t  up  to  my 
shunt-fed  tower  back  home,  but  it  does  reasonably 
well.  On  40  meters,  it  matches  fine  when  hooked 
up  through  the  balun  in  the  conventional  setup,  but 
results  on  40  meters  were  absolutely  dismal.  After 
a  period  of  much  frustration,  I  tried  tying  the 
feedlines  together,  just  as  I  do  on  160  meters.  The 
minimum  SWR  doesn’t  look  much  different  than  it 
does  with  the  conventional  setup,  but  the  results  are 
a  whole  lot  better.  I  don’t  have  the  instrumentation 
to  investigate  this  very  thoroughly  but,  since  the 
problem  has  been  solved,  it  doesn’t  really  matter.

I  even  used  this  antenna  successfully  in  a  VHF 
contest,  using  homebuilt  50  MHz  and  144  MHz 
antenna  tuners  with  it  before  I  got  my  modest  Yagis 
up  for  those  two  bands.  Results  were  not  outstan¬ 
ding,  but  better  than  I  had  expected.  □

Hurricane  Andrew 

North  Florida 
Amateurs  Lead 
Communications  Effort 

North  Florida  Section  Emergency  Coordinator 
George  Thurston,  W4MLE,  filed  this  report  (with 
ARRL  Headquarters): 

When  a  hurricane  watch  went  up  for. southern 
Florida,  the  state  Division  of  Emergency  Manage¬ 
ment  in  Tallahassee  opened  their  Emergency  Opera¬ 
tions  Center  and  the  state  RACES  (Radio  Amateur 
Civil  Emergency  Service)  net,  with  Bob  Moody, 
W4WSZ,  as  net  control  from  his  home  station  in 
Tallahassee  and  a  two-meter  link  to  the  EOC.  In  the 
following  six  days,  W4WSZ  estimates  he  got  a  total 
of  ten  hours  sleep  -  as  he  handled  the  net  with 
extraordinary  skill.  Other  EOCs  in  Palm  Beach  and 
Miami  opened  and  maintained  contact  with  Tal¬ 
lahassee. 

Although  none  of  the  Northern  Florida  ARRL 
section  was  in  the  Watch  area,  I  knew  that  Red 
Cross  and  numerous  other  disaster  reponse  agencies 
would  "stage"  at  Orlando,  ready  to  go  to  the  dam¬ 
aged  area.  Orlando,  in  Orange  County,  lies  in  the 
four-county  East  Central  ARES  District,  headed  by 
District  EC  N4NVW. 

I  put  the  East  Central  District  on  a  "Condition 
One"  (minumum)  alert  Saturday  evening  -  the  night 
before  the  storm  hit  -  with  instructions  to  support 
al!  those  agencies  with  communications.  The  North¬ 
ern  Florida  Emergency  Net  was  also  alerted,  though 
we  used  it  mostly  to  provide  liaison  between  the 
Northern  Florida  ARES  officials  involved.  East 
Central’s  real  work  was  done  on  VHF  and  UHF, 
and  on  the  Southern  Florida  ARES  frequency  of 
3940  kHz. 

No  one  could  do  much  more  than  get  ready  for 
the  consequences  as  Andrew  smashed  ashore  in 
south  Dade  County  with  peak  gusts  estimated  at  200 
mph  and  sustained  winds  perhaps  as  high  as  185 
mph  at  times  -  speeds  normally  associated  with 
tornadoes! 

(According  to  Ellen  White,  W1YL/4,  those  who 
lived  through  hurricane’s  eye  were  referring  to  it  as 
"a  50-mile  wide  tornado"  -  ARRL  Letter  ed). 

Late  Sunday,  South  Florida  SEC  W4SS  asked 
me  to  send  as  many  "jump  teams"  as  possible  to  the 
affected  area;  Dade  and  Broward  County  ARES 
were  simply  overwhelmed  with  demands  for  com¬ 
municators. 

Although  it  was  easy  to  find  amateurs  eager  to 
rush  in,  it  was  essential  that  they  go  in  with  definite 
instructions.  Working  with  W4SS,  I  developed  a 
memo  outlining  minimum  needs.  I  didn’t  tell  any 
amateur  he  should  go  -  or  shouldn’t.  But  basically 
they  needed  certain  credentials  to  get  past  police 
road  blocks.  And  they  needed  to  be  completely  self- 
contained  with  food,  fuel,  water,  emergency  power, 
radio  gear,  sleeping  accomodations  -  even  toilet 
paper. 

We  asked  that  teams  of  at  least  four  amateurs 
travel  in  groups  of  several  vehicles  to  speed  the 
process  and  offer  mutual  support.  I  have  no  idea 
how  many  such  teams  eventually  found  their  way  to 
Dade  County  because  I  coordinated  only  a  few  of 
them,  but  on  Wednesday,  2  September  -  a  week  and 
a  half  after  the  first  alert  -  W4SS  asked  me  to  shut 
off  the  stream;  South  Florida  ARES  groups  could 
handle  the  duties  remaining  after  recovery  efforts 
got  better  organized. 

During  that  time,  I  coordinated  three  teams  from 
Jacksonville,  one  from  Orlando,  and  one  from 
Tallahassee,  in  addition  to  two  from  South  Carolina 
and  two  from  northern  Georgia.  Some  teams  were 
still  en  route  when  the  cancellations  began  and  some 
were  about  to  start  south  when  they  were  aborted. 


Many  amateurs  took  leave,  paid  or  unpaid,  from 
their  jobs  and  paid  their  own  expenses  to  offer  their 
support  to  the  stricken  communities. 

It  is  still  to  early,  as  I  write,  to  fully  evaluate 
the  quality  and  effectiveness  of  the  ARES/RACES 
response  to  the  Andrew  disaster.  My  first  impres¬ 
sions  are  that  our  response  from  Northern  Florida 
was  as  rapid  and  as  effective  as  conditions  in  the 
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devastated  area  permitted. 

One  South  Carolina  ham  who  was  organizing  a 
jump  team  told  me,  "I  was  in  the  area  when  Hugo 
struck  in  1989.  From  what  I’ve  seen  on  TV,  this  is 
worse  than  Hugo.  Much  worse.  At  least,  we  had  a 
few  buildings  left  to  use  for  shelters  and  temporary 
headquarters.  Those  folks  down  there  had  NOTH¬ 
ING  left."

The  Most  Awful  Place  in  the  World

On  7  March,  1992, 1  left  northeastern  Wisconsin  to  meet  seven  other  hams 
enroute  to  the  South  Sandwich  Islands.  The  team  members  included 
Martti,  OH2BH;  Mas,  JE3MAS;  Al,  WA3YVN;  Tony,  WA4JQS;  Terry, 
W6MKB;  John,  W7KNT;  Ralph,  K0IR;  and  myself.  We  flew  to  England,  where 
the  local  Radio  Society  of  Great  Britain  (RSGB)  members  showed  us  tremendous 
hospitality  and  support  for  our  mission. 

After  a  short  stay  near  London,  we  were  given  a  send-off  party  by  the 
British  hams  just  prior  to  their  taking  us  to  Brize-Norton  airport  where  we  would 
join  the  Royal  Air  Force  (RAF)  eighteen-hour  flight  to  the  Falkland  Islands  via 
Ascension  Island. 

During  the  brief  stop  at  Ascension  Island,  Steve,  ZD8LII,  George,  ZD8GT, 
and  other  locals  cheerfully  greeted  us.  They  showed  us  their  club  station,  located 
in  an  abandoned  airport  control  tower.  Terry  operated  briefly  from  Ascension 
Island. 


Hitting  the  Falklands-  Literally! 


Upon  arrival  in  the  Falkland  Islands,  we  experienced  the  roughest  landing 
I’ve  ever  seen.  Dropping  from  cloudy,  windy  skies  onto  just  a  single  available 
runway,  we  were  unable  to  avoid  a  strong  cross  wind  which  caught  the  plane  just 
before  touchdown.  The  sudden  gust  sent  us  into  a  hard-hitting  landing  which 
disengaged  oxygen  masks,  overhead  luggage  compartment  doors,  and  it  caused 
Terry  to  drop  his  video  camera  with  which  he  was  filming  the  flight! 

Despite  the  challenge,  the  experienced  RAF  pilots  landed  us  at  Mount 
Pleasant  (Falkland  Islands)  safely.  We  gathered  our  luggage  as  the  airport 
officials  explained  the  potential  dangers  of  land  mines,  remaining  remnants  of  the 
1982  Falklands  War. 

We  cleared  customs,  where  Peter  Short,  VP8WA,  and  other  Falkland  locals 
greeted  us.  Peter  provided  tremendous  help  and  support,  for  which  we  all 
thanked  him. 

The  local  hams  transported  us  to  the  dock  of  Port  Stanley,  where  our 
chartered  U.S.  Research  vessel,  the  Abel-J,  was  awaiting  our  arrival. 

While  waiting  for  another  passenger  to  arrive,  we  loaded  our  DXpedition 
gear  from  the  Falkland  Islands  warehouse  onto  the  Abel-J.  The  passenger  with 
whom  we  shared  our  charter  was  Richard  Hill,  an  English  gentleman  on  a  special 
penguin  mission  to  South  Georgia  Island. 


South  Sandwich,  Here  We  Come 


Under  Captain  Hamilton’s  control,  we  departed  Port  Stanley  for  our  1,150 
mile,  six  day  voyage  through  the  "roaring  40s,"  the  roughest  seas  in  the  world. 
Our  106-foot-long  boat  was  tossed,  turned,  and  rocked  as  we  did  our  best  to  hold 
on.  Hard  as  I  tried  to  avoid  seasickness  through  mental  toughness,  I  was  not 
tough  enough  to  beat  mother  nature.  While  at  sea,  the  team  finalized  plans  and 
held  operating  drills  under  the  expert  guidance  of  Martti  Laine,  OH2BH. 

Enroute  to  South  Sandwich  Island  (SSI),  we  passed  many  beautiful  icebergs. 
They  exhibited  brilliant  shades  of  light  blues  and  off-whites,  silently  changing 
hues  as  we  travelled  around  them. 

We  arrived  at  Thule  Island,  of  the  South  Sandwich  group,  during  evening 
darkness.  The  captain  shined  the  spotlight  at  the  island,  where  we  could  see  the 
silhouette  of  the  wreckage  of  the  abandoned  Argentine  research  station.  We 
couldn’t  help  but  notice  the  pungent  odor  of  an  estimated  one  million  resident 
penguins. 

According  to  the  Abel-J’s  instruments,  the  water  temperature  was  33.3 
degrees  Fahrenheit.  1,150  miles  from  nearest  civilization,  we  decided  to  await 
daylight  before  attemting  to  land. 


The  Landing:  Cold,  Wet,  Long,  and  Dangerous 


The  first  scouting  attempt  dumped  five  team  members  into  the  icy  salt  water, 
as  one  of  the  pounding  waves  toppled  the  zodiac  upside-down  near  shore.  After 
we  regained  our  confidence  the  team  strategically  landed  our  gear  in  a  fully- 
exhausting  two-day  effort,  with  an  estimated  fifty  trips  from  ship  to  shore 


PUNGENT!  With  somewhere  around  a  million  of  these  birds  waddling  all  around 
Thule  Island,  their  gooey  droppings  were  everywhere  and  made  walking  more 
than  a  little  difficult.  The  odor  was  none  too  pleasant,  either.  The  presence  of 
these  birds  and  their  resulting  residue,  along  with  aggressive  fur  seals,  constant 
high  winds,  and  cold  temperatures,  made  the  VP8SSI  operation  as  much  a  test 
of  endurance  and  survival  as  of  operating  skill.  The  operating  team  met  the  test 
and  came  through  it  all  in  good  shape. 


through  the  constant  pounding  surf.  The  shore  crew  fought  aggressive  fur  seals, 
who  clearly  did  not  welcome  us  to  their  home.  Our  landing,  one  of  the  first  ever 
attempted  without  a  helicopter,  was  rough  and  wet.  It  required  tremendous 
teamwork  to  control  the  zodiak  to  avoid  having  the  icy  surf  flip  it  over  again. 


Setup:  A  Half-Mile,  Two-Day  Trod  Through  Gooey 
Penguin  Dung  and  Seals  of  Non-Approval 


After  landing,  we  had  to  haul  all  of  our  heavy  gear  from  the  landing  area 
approximately  half  a  mile  uphill  through  slippery  penguin  guano,  while  fending 
off  the  aggressive  fur  seals  and  trying  to  maintain  a  DX  stamina  despite  the  awful 
conditions. 

A  28-year-old  farm  boy  who  thought  I  was  in  good  shape,  I  was  quickly 
humbled.  Teamwork  was  crucial  from  all  members. 

As  we  built  up  the  living  quarters,  and  then  the  stations,  the  DX  community 
impatiently  awaited  the  first  signal  from  VP8SSI. 


VP8SSI  Takes  to  the  Air:  Deserving  DXers  Get  Their 
Chance  to  Work  a  Truly  Rare  One! 


On  21  March  1992,  at  2338Z,  we  began  operation  on  14  MHz  SSB.  The 
team  continued  to  build  and  rebuild  stations  and  rebuild  damaged  tents  as  the  70- 
MPH  plus  winds  destroyed  our  survival  tents  daily! 

Words  cannot  begin  to  express  the  difficulties  we  fought!  And  yet,  we  could 
not  have  gone  to  SSI  at  a  better  time.  During  other  times  of  the  year,  tens  of 
miles  of  pack-ice  surrounds  the  islands,  preventing  navigation  and  approach. 
Captain  Cook  best  described  the  conditions  on  SSI.  He  called  SSI  "the  most 
awful  place  in  the  world." 

The  VP8SSI  team  operated  on  all  bands  from  1.8  through  144  MHz,  with 
attempts  to  do  even  more  squelched  by  the  severe  conditions,  complete 
exhaustion,  and  the  absolutely  necessary  reallocation  of  manpower  from  station 
assembly  to  survival  quarters  maintenance. 

We  had  multiple  sets  of  Antarctic-type  layered  clothing  which  got  wet  from 
salt  spray  over  the  peninsula.  As  the  waves  crashed  into  the  edge  of  the  volcanic 
island,  the  high  winds  carried  the  spray  through  the  air  and  soaked  us  and  our 
camp.  We  used  heat  lamps  and  camp  fires  to  attempt  to  keep  as  dry  as  possible. 
We  were  constantly  cold  and  wet.

The 
delay  in  responding  to  cards  was  NOT  the  fault  of  the  QSL  managers  for  VP8SSI ; 
the  delay  was  at  the  QSL  card  printer.  Patience,  gang!

Ham  Radio  at  Boy  Scout  Camp  Rokilio 

"Mom  and  Son  Weekend,"  September  11,  12,  and  13

Bay  Lakes  Council’s 
1992  Fall  "mom  and  Son" 
weekend  at  Camp  Rokilio 
was  a  big  success,  thanks 
to  good  planning  and  vol¬ 
unteer  participation  by  a 
variety  of  professionals  and 
amateurs  alike! 

One  of  the  most  popular 
demonstration  areas  was 
the  portable  Amateur  Radio  station.  Three  hams 
from  the  area,  Bill  Howe  (KA9WRL),  Doug 
Schultz  (N9EZF),  and  Gene  01  ig  (KD9ZP),  had 
four  radio  stations  set  up  under  a  40-meter  "sling¬ 
shot"  dipole  antenna.  The  radios  were  all  powered 
by  a  pair  of  borrowed  Marine-type  batteries., 
literally  a  "Field  Day"  operation! 

The  wire  antenna  was  erected  between  two  trees, 
about  40  feet  from  the  ground,  with  the  help  of  a 
.  Crossman  "Wrist-Rocket"  slingshot.  The  main  radio 
was  a  Kenwood  440S  and  was  used  for  voice 
contacts  on  the  15-  and  20-meter  bands.  A  second 
radio,  a  Radio  Shack  HTX-100,  was  used  to  dem¬ 
onstrate  CW  (Morse  code)  on  the  10-meter  band. 

For  2-meter  voice  operation,  a  Kenwood  TM- 
231  mobile  radio  was  used  to  demonstrate  how  a 
"repeater"  works  for  communications,  and  a  small 


suitcase  containing  a  Yaesu  FT-411  HT,  a  Radio 
Shack  model  100  computer,  and  an  AEA  PK-88 
TNC  (all  supplied  by  Jeff  MacDonald,  KB9FGA) 
was  in  continuous  operation  all  day  Saturday, 
showing  what  could  be  done  with  digital  communi¬ 
cations  on  "packet"  radio.  The  latter  used  a  home¬ 
brew  J-Pole  antenna,  suspended  from  a  cane  fishing 
pole. 

Over  15  foreign  countries  were  contacted, 
including  Russia,  England,  Germany,  the  Nether¬ 
lands,  Denmark,  and  about  half  of  the  states  in  this 
country,  including  Hawaii. 

The  Scouts  and  their  moms  talked  to  a  sailboat 
mobile,  an  airplane  mobile,  and  even  the  Mayor  of 
New  Holstein,  Dennis  Rybicke  (K9LGU),  who  was 
gracious  enough  to  keep  himself  available  through¬ 
out  the  day  for  the  event.

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SAREX  Flies  Again 

The  Space  Shuttle  Endeavour,  carrying  two  ham  astronauts  and  loaded  with 
a  number  of  first-time  ventures,  rocketed  into  a  deep  blue  morning  sky  on 
Saturday,  September  12  for  the  week-long  STS-47  mission  chartered  by  the 
Japanese  government.  This  50th  shuttle  flight  featured  Mark  Lee  (from  Viroqua, 
WI  -  BSSS  ed.)  and  Jan  Davis  as  the  first  married  couple  in  space,  Mae  Jemison, 
the  first  black  woman  in  space,  and  Japanese  Astronaut  Mamoru  Mohri, 
7L2NJY.  Mohri  is  the  first  Japanese  astronaut  and  Japanese  Amateur  Radio 
operator  to  fly  on  a  United  States  spaceship. 

The  flawless  launch  went  off  as  scheduled  at  10:23  a.m.  EDT  from  the 
Kennedy-Space  Center  in  Cape  Canaveral,  Florida.  In  addition  to  the  Shuttle 
Amateur  Radio  Experiment  (SAREX),  there  was  a  space  age  Noah’s  Ark  tucked 
safely  inside  the  Endeavour.  Its  passengers  included  30  fertilized  chicken  eggs, 
7,600  flies,  180  hornets,  two  fish,  and  four  frogs  -  none  of  which  was  licensed 
to  operate  the  ham  radio  gear.  The  shuttle  mission  was  commanded  by  veteran 
spaceman  Robert  "Hoot"  Gibson.  The  remainder  of  the  crew  consisted  of  Curtis 
Brown,  Jr.,  and  Mission  Specialist  Dr.  Jay  Apt,  N5QWL.  This  was  a  high 
inclination  orbit  (57  degrees),  giving  hams  from  the  Arctic  Circle  to  Antarctica 
and  all  places  in  between  an  opportunity  to  talk  to  the  shuttle. 

SAREX  operations  began  not  long  after  liftoff,  with  the  activation  of  the 
packet  radio  robot  operating  under  the  callsign  W5RRR-1.  The  W5RRR  callsign 
belongs  to  the  Johnson  Space  Center  Amateur  Radio  Club  in  Clearlake,  Texas 
(near  Houston).  The  JSC  club  has  been  the  backbone  of  SAREX  operations  since 
the  planning  phase  of  Owen  Garriot’s  STS-9  flight  in  the  early  1980s,  but  this 
marks  the  first  time  that  the  call  has  ever  been  given  the  honor  of  having  been 
"flown"  in  space.  Two  meter  FM  voice  operations  used  the  calls  of  both 
operators:  Dr.  Apt,  N5QWL;  and  Dr.  Mohri,  7L2NJY,  giving  the  two  hams  in 
space  an  opportunity  to  converse  with  school  children  worldwide. 

Unfortunately  -  and  unbelieveably  -  school  kids  in  Japan  did  not  get  a 
chance  to  converse  with  their  own  7L2NJY  because  the  Japanese  government’s 
telecommunications  agency  refused  to  grant  a  waiver  of  the  prohibitions  on  third 
party  communications  to  permit  such  contacts  to-  take  place.  Schools  in  the 
United  States  and  elsewhere  in  the  world  fared  far  better,  even  though  NSQWL’s 
schedule  had  him  working  the  night  shift,  permitting  him  only  a  limited  amount 
of  time  for  school  contacts  at  the  end  of  his  duty  tour.  For  voice  contacts, 
7L2NJY  was  the  primary  operator,  speaking  both  English  and  his  native 
Japanese. 

After  the  first  24  hours  of  on-orbit  operations,  AMSAT  Vice  President  for 
Manned  Space  Programs  Frank  Bauer,  KA3HDO,  reported  that  SAREX  was 
"performing  flawlessly,  providing  excitement  and  an  educational  experience  to 
school  groups  and  radio  amateurs  worldwide."  A  bulletin  by  Bauer  said  that  just 
a  few  hours  after  launch,  N5QWL  checked  out  the  SAREX  station  and 
configured  the  Heath  HK-21  TNC  for  packet  robot  operations  while  the  crew 
continued  their  initial  operations  of  the  Spacelab-J  hardware. 

KA3HDO  reported:  "In  the  first  few  hours  of  station  activation,  over  632 
packet  contacts  had  been  made.  In  addition,  three  school  groups,  two  in  Australia 
and  one  in  the  U.S.  have  made  superb  horizon-to-horizon  contacts  with  the  crew. 
These  include  the  Australian  Maritime  College,  which  asked  7  questions;  the 
Wesley  College,  in  South  Perth,  where  9  questions  were  asked;  and  the  Del  Mar 
Middle  School  in  Santa  Cruz,  California.  At  Del  Mar  Middle  School,  7  students 
asked  7  questions  with  over  150  students  in  attendance.  Two  more  Australian  and 
three  more  U.S.  school  groups  have  yet  to  turn  on  their  mike." 

This  was  the  second  SAREX  mission  for  Mission  Specialist  Apt,  who  first 
tlew  during  the  STS-37  mission  in  April,  1991.  Thus  far,  he  is  the  only 
American  astronaut  to  operate  Amateur  Radio  in  space  on  two  separate  shuttle 
flights.  For  Dr.  Mohri,  it  was  a  first  venture  into  Earth  orbit,  and  some  350 
Japanese  well-wishers  were  gathered  at  Kennedy  to  witness  the  launch.  The 
group  included  Toyohiro  Akiyama,  the  first  Japanese  and  first  journalist  in  space. 
Akiyama  spent  8  days  aboard  Russia’s  Mir  space  station  in  December,  1990.

(or  an  SWL)  card,  send  your  report  to  N5QWL,  806  Shorewood  Dr.,  Seabrook, 
TX  77586  USA.  Be  sure  to  include  an  SASE  with  the  appropriate  postage  (at 
least  50  cents  for  non-US  stations)  or  the  appropriate  IRCs  with  your  self- 
addressed  envelope. 

Meanwhile,  the  Associated  Press  reported  that  two  Russian  cosmonauts  took 
their  third  space  walk  in  eight  days  and  finished  installing  a  new  engine 
September  1 1th  to  help  keep  their  Mir  space  station  in  proper  orbit.  ITAR-Tass 
said  that  Anatoly  Solovyev  and  Sergei  Avdeyev  spent,  almost  six  hours  outside 
the  space  station,  riding  a  telescopic  crane  to  a  45-foot  girder  on  which  they 
mounted  the  engine.  The  operation  went  perfectly. 

While  the  two  were  mounting  their  device  on  the  Mir,  members  of  the 
Russian  Space  Agency  met  on  the  ground  to  discuss  their  plans  for  the  next 
several  years.  According  to  ITAR-Tass,  space  agency  chief  Yuri  Koptev  gave 
details  of  an  agreement  with  the  United  States  to  send  a  Russian  cosmonaut  on 
a  shuttle  mission  in  October  of  next  year,  and  for  an  American  astronaut  to  travel 
to  Mir  in  1994. 

And  the  United  States  Senate,  dismissing  the  argument  that  space  station 
Freedom  had  become  a  bottomless  pit  of  money  of  little  scientific  value,  voted 
63  to  34  on  September  9th  against  killing  the  project.  The  Senate  vote,  coupled 
with  House  action  in  support  of  the  project  in  late  July,  has  assured  continued 
funding  for  NASA’s  most  costly  project. 

Funding  for  the  space  station  is  part  of  an  $87.8  billion  1993  spending  bill 
for  veterans  affairs,  housing  and  independent  agencies  approved  by  the  Senate  on 
a  92  to  3  vote.  The  $2.1  billion  earmarked  for  the  space  station  is  $840  million 
less  than  the  Bush  administration  requested,  but  $400  million  more  than  the 
House  approved.

The  mission  was  devoted  to  the  support  of  the 
Spacelab-J  mission,  a  joint  effort  between  Japan  and  the  United  States. 
Launch  occurred  at  10:23:00:0680  a.m.  EDT  September  12,  1992.  On  board 
were  astronauts  Robert  L.  Gibson,  mission  commander;  Curtis  L.  Brown,  Jr., 
pilot;  Mark  C.  Lee,  payload  commander;  and  Jerome  (Jay)  Apt  (N5QWL),  Mae 
C.  Jemison  and  N.  Jan  Dvis,  mission  specialists;  along  with  payload  specialist 
Mamoru  Mohri  (7L2NJY),  representing  the  National  Space  Development 
Agency  (NASDA)  of  Japan.

Art,  N9BCA,  reported  that  Pacelli  was  not 
overly  enthused  about  hosting  the  event 
and  asked  for  any  other  suggestions.  John, 
WA9LWJ,  suggested  the  Junction  City 
armory,  Joe,  N9CGV,  suggested  the  Point 
armory  and  would  look  into  its  possi- 
bilites,  Scott,  NE9U,  mentioned  Sentry- 
world.  All  these  options  will  be  explored, 
as  well  as  any  others  that  might  come  up. 

Art,  N9BCA,  brought  us  up  to  date 
on  the  search  for  bulk  coax.  Since  several 
members  have  expressed  interest  in  buying 
coax  through  the  club,  he  was  looking  into 
sources  for  the  best  price  for  bulk  sup¬ 
plies.  So  far,  $. 52/ft  for  100+  foot  rolls 
or  $.47  for  1000+  foot  rolls.  He  will 
check  other  sources,  but  anyone  interested 
can  contact  him. 


Bob,  W9NN,  then  came  before  the 
membership  with  several  concerns,  some 
that  were  brought  to  him  by  other  mem¬ 
bers.  One  area  was  the  problems  we  are 
having  with  the  .985  machine  coming  up 
when  people  try  to  acess  the  Merril  re¬ 
peater  on  146.97,  even  with  modest  power 
levels.

The  last  area  of  concern  was  the  "health” 
of  the  ARES  system  in  Portage  Co.  An 
intense  discussion  followed  on  these  con¬ 
cerns  and  the  suggestions  presented  will  be 
acted  on/taken  under  advisement.

EQUIPMENT  NEEDED 

As  Communications  Chairman  for  the  Dane 
County  Chapter  of  the  Red  Cross  Disaster  Commit¬ 
tee,  I  am  sending  out  an  appeal  for  the  donation 
of  amateur  radio  equipment .  This  equipment  will 
be  utilized  in  the  event  of  a  disaster  such  as 
the  tornado  that  ripped  through  Dane  County 
recently. 

What  we  would  like  to  do  is  set  up  a  simple 
packet  network  between  stations  set  up  at  emer¬ 
gency  shelters  and  the  Red  Cross  radio  room.  The 
packet  stations  would  be  used  in  addition  to  the 
HTs  and  mobile  rigs  already  being  used  by  the 
amateur  radio  volunteers. 

We  currently  have  software  that  would  be 
used  in  a  variety  of  disaster  situations: 

-Registration  of  individuals  at  Red  Cross 
shelters 

-Patient/victim  tracking  in  a  multiple 
casualty  incident 

-Maintaining  staffing  information  about 
hams  assigned  to  an  emergency 
-Listings  of  road  closures  or  damage 
reports 

that  bit  of  background  information  and  to 
make  this  system  work,  I  am  seeking  donations  of 
the  following  equipment  to  be  used  by  amateurs, 
to  help  the  Red  Cross  during  emergencies: 

1)  TNCs  -  We  will  need  at  least  four  TNCs  to 
make  this  system  work.  VHF  1200  baud, 
nothing  fancy  here. 

2)  Dumb  terminals  -  We  would  need  at  least 
four  but  more  would  be  better.  They'll  keep 
and  that  way  we  have  backups. 

3)  Computer  -  A  computer  would  be  required  to 
run  the  software.  An  IBM  XT  would  fit  the 
bill  just  fine.  Around  640k,  one  disk  drive 
and  a  10  or  20  meg  hard  drive  would  be 
fine. 

4)  A  monitor  -  For  the  above  computer.  Nothing 
fancy  is  needed  here,  just  working. .. 

5)  2m  radios  -  HTs  or  mobile  rigs  would  be 

necessary  to  make  packet  a  reality. 

Obviously  one  for  each  station  is 

necessary.  Volunteer  amateurs  supply  their 
own  radios  for  voice  communications. 

6)  Power  supplies  -  We  would  need  four  12v 
10-15amp  pewer  supplies. 

7)  Misc.  -  In  addition  to  the  above  items,  we 
will  also  need  coax,  power  cords,  computer 
cables  and  2m  base  and  mobile  antennas. 
Base  antennas  could  be  verticals  or  beams 


and  magnet  mount  mobiles. 

You  may  think  that  this  is  asking  for  a 
lot... and  it  may  be  but  if  you  are  ever  in  a 
disaster  situation  and  the  Red  Cross  helps  you 
out  this  will  seem  a  small  price  to  pay.  Please 

think  about  it .  There  is  no  better  way  to 

keep  the  public  on  our  side  than  through  connu- 
nity  service.

N9MXI,  describes  his  creation  in  the  first 
paragraph  of  the  REAEME.TXT  file  included  with

"EzPacket  is  written  for  use  with  a  Poor 
Man's  Packet  (RIP)  modem.

CFG,  with  an  editor  and 
re-running  the  program  (BayCom  works  the  same 
way. . .although  the  user  has  control  over  ALL  of 
its  parameters  when  running). 

Features  of  the  EZPACKET  program  include 
support  for  multiple  sessions,  with  file  log¬ 
ging,  a  DOS  shell,  sending  DATAGRAM  messages, 
and  the  already  mentioned  program  configuration 
options.
